Common Si tus 
Pi cketi ng Measure 
Loses By Upset 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill that 
would hav e strengthened the hand of 
striking construction unions is dead 
not only for this y ear but for the 
foreseeable future, a dejected sponsor 
say s. 


In a stinging defeat for organized 
labor and the House 
Democratic 
leadership, 
the 
common 
situs 
picketing bill went down to a surprise 
defeat Wednesday night on a 217 to 205 
v ote. 


Although it directly affected only the 
building trades, the v ote was the first 
test of organized labor's strength in the 
new 
and 
heav ily 
D em ocratic 
Congress. 
The bill’s prune sponsor, Hep. Frank 
Thompson J r., D-N.J ., said the v ote 
killed 
the 
legislation 
for 
the 
foreseeable future. He also said the 
outcome bodes ill for labor's campaign 
against right-to-work laws. 
Conserv ativ es and business lobbied 
intensiv ely against the bill, which 
would hav e allowed a union to shut 
down an entire construction site in a 
dispute with only one subcontractor. 
House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill 


said he had nev er seen organizations 
lobby as hard as the picketing bill's 
opponents. 
Before 
the 
v ote, 
a 
pessimistic O’Neill chided labor for not 
mounting an effectiv e driv e to muster 
support for the bill. 
The House passed a similar bill in 
197 5 , 229 to 18 9. It was v etoed in 
J anuary 197 6 by then — President 
Gerald H. Ford. 
‘ When y ou get careless along the 
line, the train goes off the track,” 
O'Neill said. Despite the speaker’s 
efforts to keep Democrats in line, 8 8 
v oted with 129 Republicans against the 
bill. Only 14 Republicans v oted for it. 
The majority was fashioned out of a 
coalition of Republicans and southern 
Democrats, including all nine from 
President 
Carter’s home 
state of 
Georgia. 
Carter, who won with ov erwhelming 
labor support in a narrow contest 
against Ford last fall, stay ed out of the 
fray . Carter had said merely that he 
would sign the bill if Congress passed 
it. 
Ford initially backed the common 
situs bill in 197 5 , but v etoed it under 
heav y pressure from conserv ativ es. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Quick action 
on President Carter’s drought relief

“ Obv iously the President shares my 
own sense of urgency regarding the 
sev ere drought," Rep.

“ I am in substantial agreement with 
the proposals outlined in his message 
to the Congress and am confident the 
committee will act ex peditiously on 
this urgent matter." 
Rhodes Gas 
Solution 
Hits Snag 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
A 
Federal Power Commission ruling 
that Gov . J ames A. Rhodes is rely ing 
on as a precedent for his plan to 
transmit Ohio self-help gas through 
federally regulated pipelines may not 
apply . 
The FPC formally refuses to com­ 
ment on the plan but it points out that 
the Colorado case Rhodes is banking 
on is not identical to the Ohio plan. 
Rhodes has managed to ex tract a 
promise from Columbia Gas Sy stem 
Inc., parent to Columbia Gas of Ohio, 
that the 
conglomerate 
will 
carry 
socalled self-help gas in its interstate 
pipelines. 
Those 
lines 
traditionally 
are 
reserv ed for gas committed to the 
interstate market. The FPC controls 
the mov ement and price of that gas. 
Interstate gas now costs about $1.44 
per 1,000 cubic feet. The Ohio self-help 
gas would bring between $2 and $2.25 
for the same quantity . 
The self-help concept is a push by 
Rhodes 
to 
encourage 
independent 
drillers to dev elop Ohio gas wells on 
the assurance that the gas could be 
sold at the unregulated, higher price 
and in Ohio only . 
There now are sev eral self-help 
wells owned by industries but there 
was a problem last winter in getting 
the gas from the wells to the industry .

Columbia, will solv e some of those 
problems.

Washington said that the Colorado 
case allowed intrastate (unregulated) 
gas to mov e in interstate (regulated) 
pipelines because those pipelines 
terminated in Colorado and there 
wasn’t a chance that “ one molecule of 
unregulated gas could leav e the 
state."

Temple was injured when he was 
struck bv a car driv en bv Lawrence L, 
Hall, 26, Route 1, Lockboume. Hall’s 
v ehicle drifted off the right side of 
Route 23 while it was being pursued by 
Ohio State Highway Patrol 'Trooper Ed 
Urban. 
Hall, who was later stopped, was 
charged with operating a motor 
v ehicle while under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs and possession. 
Deputy Dewey , who stopped Tem­ 
ple’s car, was in the process of copy ing 
the car’s serial number from the 
driv er’s door when the accident oc­ 
curred.

Carter proposal was in line with this 
policy . 
Rep. 
Lloy d 
M eeds, 
D-Wash., 
chairman of the House Interior sub- 


committee on water and power, said 
this seemed “ untoward." 
He added, “ I suggest y ou rethink the 
entire approach of 5 per cent interest 
on disaster." 


Carter asked Congress to approv e a 
program of loans and grants totaling 
$8 44 million for farmers, businessmen 
and communities in the drought- 
stricken West and Midwest. 


"If we are to be of real help to the 
people 
afflicted, 
time 
is 
of 
the 
essence,” the President said. 
Carter also said he had asked the 
interior and Agriculture Departments 
to make additional federal land 
av ailable for grazing. 
Some 
congressional 
sources 
predicted this would arouse opposition 


from 
env ironmentalists 
who 
hav e 
argued that public lands are grazed 
bey ond their capacity already . 


The Carter package also contains; 
—Temporary authority to allow the 
E c o n o m i c 
D e v e l o p m e n t 
Administration, and the Farm ers 
Home Administration to grant $15 0 
million and loan $300 million to com­ 
m unities 
for 
em ergency 
im­ 
prov ements to their water sy stems. 
—A Small Business Administration 
program prov iding $5 0 million in low 
interest loans to small businesses in 
drought areas, 
—A program that could prov ide $100 
million in 5 per cent loans to farmers 
and ranchers in the drought areas to 
cov er prospectiv e losses.

Deputy Dewey , 
who spotted the car moments before it 
struck Temple, was able to throw 
himself against Temple's v ehicle to 
av oid being hit. He suffered a minor 
injury to his back. 
Four Ohio State Highway Patrol 
cars were called to direct traffic 
around the injured Temple, who was 
treated at the scene of the accident by 
the Harrisburg Squad. He was later 
checked at Berger Hospital for minor 
contusions and released. 
The incident began about 11:30 p.m. 
when Deputy Deal was told of two 
suspicious cars on Route 23 by a 
passing truck driv er. The trucker, 
using a citizen band radio, told the 
Deputy that the two cars had followed 
him from Wav erly and had not passed 
his rig ev en though he allowed them 
sev eral opportunities. 
The Deputy , who was responding to 
a domestic disturbance in the northern 
part of the county , spotted the v ehicles 
on Route 23 near Hagerty Road and 
followed the lead car, a 197 5 white 
Ford Mustang 11, when the second 
v ehicle, an older model Ford, pulled to 
the berm.

Enjoy Sale s Boom 


FARM INGDALE, N Y. (AP) - Nat 
Stem pickles his pickles in charred oak 
barrels previously used for aging 
whiskey. Could that be the secret? 
Nat Stem also has an abiding dislike 
of machinery. Could that be it? 
Whatever it is, it has kept Stem’s 
pickle works in business at the same 
old stand since 1894, a boon not only to 
the Stem family but also to four 
generations 
of 
Long 
Island 
gastronomes, tang Island is the only 
place on earth you can find a Stem 
pickle and surely worth the trip. Nat 
Stem does not export. That may be 
part of his secret too. 
“ We make pickles exactly the way 
they were made when this place 
opened,” Nat Stem said. 
“ The formula is the same for the 
brine. The spices are the same. The 
amount of dill weed is the same. 
Nothing has changed. We have never 
used chemicals and never will. We do 
try to improve the quality of our 
cucumbers — we even provide the seed 
to our growers. But the pickling 
process is the same. 
“ As for the barrels, the fact that they 
once held whiskey has nothing to do 
with the taste of the pickle, at least I 
don’t think it has. 
“ It's just that cooperage is prac­ 
tically a lost art nowadays. Distilleries 
are the best source of charred oak 
barrels because they can use them 
only once. The wood is what matters. 
You can’t make a real pickle in 
anything except wood.” 
Nat Stem should know. He is 74, the 
son of the founder, and has spent many 
a pungent day at the pickle works. 
Nat’s father, Aaron Stem, came to

America from Austria with not much 
more than a pushcart and a dream. Up 
and down Delaney St on Manhattan’s 
Lower East Side he peddled pickles. 
“ They weren’t his own pickles, 
though,’’ his son explained, “ so he had 
no advantage over any other peddler 
with the same pickles. He figured that 
if he made his own pickles their quality 
would be the selling point and he could 
avoid the price-juggling rat race. That 
belief hasn’t changed either.” 
So Aaron Stem moved to tang 
Island, out in the country where the 
cucumbers grew. 


Most of that vast farmland has long 
since 
been 
paved 
over; 
Nat’s 
cucumber suppliers follow the harvest 
from Mexico to Michigan. The pickle 
works, though, remains as Aaron Stem 
built it. 
Nat and his nephew, Joe Steuer, 
have run the business since Aaron 
Stem died in 1952. 
“ My 
father’s 
wish 
was that 
everything would remain the same, 
that we would operate the business the 
way he did,” Nat Stem said. “ We have 
honored his request. 
"You 
will 
notice 
there 
is 
no 
machinery around here. That’s the 
real secret of our pickles. 


“ If we got any bigger we would have 
to have machines put the pickles in 
jars. The way we do it, the way it has 
been done for 83 years, every pickle 
goes into the jar by hand. Only the best 
get in. 
‘‘ Ihat is the way it will continue to be 
done, by hand. Machines have no 
conscience.”

domestic call, circled in behind the 
older model Ford and both cars were 
stopped by the Deputies within 100 feet 
on Route 23 at Bunker Hill. 
In checking the Mustang through the 
NCIC computer, Deputy Deal found 
that the license plate was registered to 
a 1974 beige Ford which had been 
stolen March 16 from Robyn L. Watts 
of Akron. 
When the serial number of the 
Mustang was traced, Deputy Deal 
discovered that the vehicle had been 
stolen March 13 from its owner, Ron 
Kalas of Brookpark, near Cleveland. 
The Deputy found that keys from a 
General Motors car were in the 
ignition switch, which fell out of the 
socket when they were moved. 
With OSP Trooper Urban and South 
Bloomfield Deputy Marshall Harold 
Hopkins controlling traffic, Deputy 
Deal searched the car and found a sack 
containing new clothes. 
Carter, the car’s driver, and Holmes 
and Elswick were arrested by the 
Deputy. 
In the meantime, Deputy Dewey was 
administering first aid to Temple, who 
had been struck by the Hall car. 
Passengers in his car were Patricia 
Elswick, 45, Nancy Elswick, 18, and 
two young juveniles. 
While questioning the three men at 
Sheriff's headquarters, Deputy Deal 
found a checkbook, Savings Bonds, 
and two credit cards owned by John P. 
Vacha of Cleveland. 
In a telephone conversation with 
Vacha, Deputy Deal learned that the 
Savings Bonds and credit cards were 
included in about $600 worth of items 
which were stolen from his house 
March 16. At the same time, thieves 
also took his 1972 model car. 
The checkbook was taken from 
Vacha’s house in a 1976 burglary, he 
said. 
Deputy Deal also discovered that 
Vacha’s Bank Americard was used 
Wednesday to purchase $44.57 worth of 
clothing items from a K-Mart store in 
Chesapeake. 
Deputy Dewey charged Temple with 
driving with fictitious registration

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohioans 
banking on the Supreme Court to 
reinstitute free telephone directory 
assistance were the losers Wednesday 
as the court upheld Cincinnati Bell’s 
practice of charging for the service. 
In a case brought by a group of 
Cincinnati Bell customers, the court 
upheld a Public Utilities Commission 
of Ohio 
ruling, 
dismissing 
the 
customer complaints that the charge 
for directory assistance calls was 
discriminatory. 
Cincinnati Bell began charging 2 0 
cents for all directory assistance calls 
over three a month in 1973 with PUCO 
approval. The plan also allowed Bell to 
charge for assistance in getting 
numbers in the 513 area code even 
though a customer might not have 
access to the appropriate directory. 
Justice Paul W. Brown, writing for 
the 6 -1 majority concluded: 
"Other courts have stated, and we 
observe, that tariff structuring is 
essentially discriminatory. The recent 
trend of relating costs of service more 
directly to tariff structuring seems in 
this case to assure fairer and more 
nondiscriminatory rates to all classes 
of users to the extent that cost struc­ 
turing can be shown to require those 
using a utility service pay for it . . 


4 Pesticides 
Approved 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) 
- 
The 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
approved four experimental pesticides 
to partially combat an expected 
epidemic of caterpillars on cotton, 
America’s fourth-ranked cash crop. 


A fifth was also approved Wed­ 
nesday to protect the pear crop in 
Oregon and Washington that is 
threatened by an aphidlike insect 
called the pear psylla. It could cause 
$13 miRion in losses without the in­ 
secticide BAAM, EPA said. 


EPA administrator Douglas M. 
Costle said that between $20 million 
and $40 million worth of cotton may be 
threatened this summer by bullworms 
and budworms. Pesticide producers 
have told the agency they can produce 
enough of the chemicals to protect up 
to $15 million worth. 


Costle said the chemicals’ use was 
requested on an emergency basis by 
the two pear states and 1 1 cotton states 
several months ago. 
He approved it even though damage 
to fish and other water life is possible 
and “ weak evidence exists that BAAM 
may be a suspect cancer agent.” 


Restrictions were placed on use of 
all five pesticides, with the states 
controlling their application. 
Costle said that the benefits out­ 
weigh the risks. Resistance to other 
pecticides is part of the problem in 
both cases, he said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Senators 
approved Wednesday a bill, already 
passed by the House, placing political 
restraints on gubernatorial 
ap­ 
pointments to the Ohio Retirement 
Study Commission. 
It provides tHat not more than two of 
three appointments made by the 
governor to the 14-member com­ 
mission may belong to the same 
political party. 
The measure also requires Senate 
confirmation of the governor’s ap­ 
pointees. 
Sponsors said the bill was needed to 
conform the governor’s appointive 
powers to those of the top two 
legislative leaders, each of whom 
name three members to the com­ 
mission. 
Rounding out the advisory agency 
are the directors of the five state 
retirement systems who are nonvoting 
members. 
The Senate’s 29-1 vote sent the 
measure to the governor. 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Allen Aaron 
Jackson enlisted in the Army to be 
trained as an automobile mechanic. 
Instead, at 21, his body was cut in half 
by a tank. 
A federal court on Wednesday said it 
“ deeply sympathizes” with Jackson, 
but it can’t order the government to 
pay damages to him. 
Jackson had sued for breach of 
contract, claiming he was promised 
two things by a recruiter : he would get 
mechanic’s training; he would not be 
assigned to dangerous duty. 
The Army says there was no such 
promise, at least not in writing. And 
even if there had been, the recruiter 
had no authority to make it and 
therefore it’s not binding. 
In May 1974, four months after he 
enlisted, 
Jackson took part 
in 
maneuvers at Ft. Riley, Kan. A tank 
ran over him. The lower half of his 
body, navel on down, had to be am­ 
putated. 
Jackson's lawyers could not sue for 
negligence; the Supreme Court has 
said it knows of no law that permits a 
soldier to recover damages on that 
ground. The lawyers chose the unusual 
claim that there was breach of the 
enlistment contract and asked $5 
million damages. 
The U.S. Court of Claims on Wed­ 
nesday issued its decision in case No. 
219-76, Allen Aaron Jackson vs. The 
United States. 
The court said it made a thorough, 
careful and comprehensive review “ in 
view of the shocking severity of the 
plaintiff’s injuries," but said it could 
find nothing in the enlistment papers 
that prevented the Army from using 
Jackson in training exercises. 
“ The court deeply sympathizes with 
the plaintiff for the severe injury he 
received while serving our country in 
the United States Army,” said the 
judges. “ However, the court is without 
jurisdiction, authority or power to 
grant him any relief. It may be that he 
could get help from Congress....” 
Since that awful day in Kansas, 
Jackson has undergone 28 operatons. 
He is now in the Hines (111.) Veterans 
Administration hospital being fitted 
for a prosthesis.

Under the measure, which now goes 
to the rules committee for assignment 
to a floor vote, candidates for the two 
top offices would run independently in 
the primary election. 
The nominees then would team up 
for the November general election, 
with voters casting a single vote as 
they now do for president and vice 
president.

Mara lA>uise Hoffman, the first 
hostage to see Leach, told the court 
Wednesday he fired his pistol at a light 
fixture in a fit of rage and said he 
might send a body down an elevator 
“to show police he meant business.” 
Defense cross-examination of Miss 
Hoffman was to open the ninth day of 
trial today . 
Leach muttered “th at’s a lie’’ 
several times during Miss Hoffman’s 
testimony , once drawmg an objection 
from the prosecution. As his own 
cocounselor, he said he plans to cross- 
examine witnesses. 
Miss Hoffman said she “heard the 
gun hit the bone” 
« ttien Leach 
allegedly hit another captive with his 
pistol. She described how Leach 
herded the 13 hostages into a small file 
‘ room and brandished a sawed off 
shotgun and pistol at them. 
Her voice cracked as she told the 
court how police officers pulled her 
away from the site of the siege when 
she went to deliver a message. 
Leach, a former Chessie employ e 
and Marine medic in Vietnam, said he 
struck out against “policy ...not 
people.”

Th e M e rry M ix Up

Sem antically 
speaking, the Women’s Movement is 
out to change Mankind (you’ve heard 
of her). 
For five years now, leaders have 
pressed for elimination of words which 
are considered traditionally sexist and 
discriminatory. You know - “ man- 
made” should be ” of human origin” ; 
“ manpower” should be "work force” ; 
"man and wife” should be “ husband 
and wife." And hundreds of other 
linguistic works of the devil (un- 
contestedly a male gender noun). 
The most difficult demand to meet 
long has revolved around the sticky 
enigma of the singular personal 
pronoun. Traditionally, in writing, we 
have referred to an ungendered homo 
sapiens as a “ he." As in, “ If a person is 
ill, he sould call a physician." 
Feminists don’t like that Female 
persons become ill, too. 
Dr. Benjamin Spock was the first 
renowned author to be challenged by 
the liberationists on this matter. 
Cast in the role of a male chauvinist 
child expert. Doc Spock gave in to 
those who said his "Book of Baby and 
Child Care" was sexist. He had always 
considered “ he” to be a bi-sexual 
pronoun, he said, until he saw the light 


of liberation. Then he knew he must 
change, but to what? The English 
language offers no singular pronouns 
that cover both sexes, as “ they" or 
“ them" do in the plural. 
Should he state "he or she” every 
time he referred to a baby? Heck, no. 
He considered “ an illegitimate hybrid 
- ’s-he,’ but there was no similar way to 
condense 
‘her-him’ 
or 
‘her-his’ 
gracefully. 
Finally, he capitulated, and said 
future editions of his book would use 
“ she” and “ her” to cover both boys 
and girls. But he made an interesting 
prediction: “ If the day comes when 
women receive equal justice, then the 
question will arise whether calling a 
child of either sex she’ constitutes 
discrim ination against boys. My 
literary heirs will have to tackle that 
problem when it comes up . . . " 
Obviously, there has to be a solution 
that is fair to both sexes. And the only 
solution can be a new set of pronouns. 
A gentleman named Eldon F. Gunter, 
a director of The Bill Sandy Co., Inc., 
with a master’s degree in adult 
education, writes us with an ingenious 
idea. 
“ How many tunes have you liberally 
agreed to start a bisexual theme about 
his or her’ involvement in a particular

NEW YORK < AP) — Behind the 
simple maxim that “ wages are limited 
by the ability to pay and the ability to 
produce” there is an interesting and 
perhaps surprising history, and maybe 
a lesson for today also. 
It is not the capsulized philosophy of 
a robber baron. It is more closely 
identified with the years of President 
John F. Kennedy, when wage in­ 
creases were tied to increases in 
productivity, and 
with the 
union 
movement. 
In 1946, in the midst of a strike 
against General Motors, W alter 
Reuther, head of the United Auto 
Workers, used similar words. “ It’s an 
old idea,” he said. “ It’s just common 
horse sense.” 
Reuther’s men then lowered their 
demands and settled for an increase of 
18.5 cents an hour. Shortly thereafter 
the Auto Workers found themselves 
criticized by the American Federation 
of Labor, for settling too high. 
"Those unions which broke price 
ceilings to get 18.5 cents followed a 
shortsighted policy,” said the AFL, 
whose seeretarytreasurer at the time 
was George L. Meanv, now head of the 
AFL-CIO. An official A FL report at the 
time continued: 
“ Had they been really willing to 
accept smaller increases and adjust 
their demands by genuine collective 
bargaining to industry’s ability to pay, 
they would be better off today and so 
would all American workers." 
The provision for paying wage in­ 
creases by raising prices had a 


disastrous effect on the entire 
economy, the A FL said, because it led 
to inflation that brought serious losses 
to almost everyone. 
The “ ability to pay” philosophy has 
since become lost in a jungle of ver­ 
biage, of charges and countercharges 
and misinformation and ignorance, 
says John Q. Jennings, who headed 
federal mediation in Michigan at the 
time. Now a labor economic con­ 
sultant, he would bring it into the open 
again and nourish it. 
“ We’re wandering around in the 
dark not knowing what we’re doing," 
he said. “ I would restore and activate 
the ability to pay concept to collective 
bargaining." 
He 
would 
seek 
cooperation rather than conrontation. 


Jennings, who has an international 
following, would restore the concept 
not 
through 
law 
— 
"controls, 
guidelines and presidential jawboning 
over work very long in peacetime” — 
but by an appeal to reason and un­ 
derstanding. 
And in order to obtain that, he 
continues, we must educate ourselves. 
“ Most people don’t know the simple 
arithmetic of business,” he said. 
“ They add it up all wrong. Even 
economists forget that 2 and 2 equals 
4." 


Business, which is directly affected 
by these shortcomings, hasn’t done its 
share to educate, he feels. “ Even 
today they’re reluctant to show the 
real figures," he said. Nobody, he 
believes is willing to state the facts.

activity? You launch out boldly, only to 
find yourself trapped on a never- 
ending ‘his or her’ treadmill. No 
matter how liberal and broadminded 
you are, you have no desire to write a 
novel using three words and eight 
letters every time you need a singular 
personal pronoun. So finally you take 
out your eraser - there’s no choice - and 
eliminate the ‘or hers’ - rationalizing 
that when you’re using the simple 
pronoun his,’ you’re really referring 
to all mankind. Excuse that. Per- 
sonkind." 
After tussling with this problem for 
months, Gunter makes the following 
proposal: 
“ Why don’t we create the word 
‘Heis’ - pronounced as in sighs - as the 
bisexual possessive for He or She. 
“ Since we want to combine the two 
words his’ and her’, we can in this 
way retain the common ‘h. Then, 
following a long held chivalrous 
(though chauvinistic) tradition of 
ladies first, we take the second letter of 
her and then the second letter of his. 
This gives us hei’ (the order also helps 
us avoid ‘hie,’ which already has been 
spoken for); and, of course, since his 
and her are possessive, we distinguish 
our new pronoun by adding an s. 
“ The result is ‘heis.’ As in “ When a 
person is ill, heis physician should be 
called.” 
For the nominative he’ and she,’ 
Gunter suggests simply dropping the s. 
As in (to continue the sickening 
analogy), “ If a person is ill, hei should 
call a physician." 
What will this mean to you? 
Says Gunter, “ It only means that in 
the future you will need only one word 
(hei) instead of three (he or she) to 
make a bisexual, singular, personal 
reference. 
“ With this in mind, you’re likely to 
hit a new high as you hie to the nearest 
library to see if any earlier author has 
suggested this in heis writing.” 
Personally, I go for the idea, but a 
new words researcher over at Webster 
says it takes up to ten years for a 
revolutionary concept like this to catch 
on, since each editor has heis own 
strong opinion.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Acting 
Supt. Joseph L. Davis unveiled 
Tuesday a comprehensive effort to 
involve all segments of the community 
in drawing up a desegregation plan for 
Columbus public schools. 
Davis told the Board of Education he 
has appointed a 16mernber committee 
of school administrators to work 
fulltime on the project and a 50- 
member Community Input Panel that 
will meet with individuals to get 
comments and suggestions. 
Davis said he has sent out 675 letters 
to persons and groups in the com­ 
munity to tell them about the inr 
volvement plan and to ask for their 
help. 
Davis 
said 
Columbus 
area 
newspapers have been asked to print a 
coupon that interested persons can 
send to Dr. Howard Merriman, 
assistant superintendent for in­ 
struction, asking for a meeting with 
school 
officials. 
Davis 
named 
Merriman chairman of the input 
panel. 
And, the acting superintendent said, 
members of the Student Interest 
Forum, made up of representatives 
from each of the district’s senior high 
schools, will be asked for their views. 
“ I don’t want anyone on June 6 
saying, 
You wouldn’t hear me,” ’ 
Davis told the board. That date is the 
deadline set by U.S. District Court 
Judge Robert M. Duncan for sub­ 
mitting a plan. 
"W e want legitim ate, authentic 
involvement of all segments of this 
community,” Davis said. “ We know 
we must build acceptance for this 
process if we expect to have ac­ 
ceptance for the plan that comes out of 
it.” 
Davis said 13 of the 16 members of 
the administrative committee are 
residents of the district and nine of 
them have children in the Columbus 
schools. Ten of the members are white 
and six are black. He said he will meet 
with the committee daily so he knows 
how the group is progressing.

Speaking Of Your Health

Twice I’ve gone below the border on 
a holiday, and twice I’ve had my 
vacation ruined with severe abdominal 
cramps and diarrhea. Although I ate 
the same food that was eaten by the 
native friends I was visiting, they were 
unaffected by it. Can you explain this? 
Miss J. E., Calif. 
Dear Miss E.: 
It is well known that certain people 
can develop an immunity to the 
microbes that produce severe diarrhea 
in others. Newcomers to an area who 
have not developed such an immunity 
can be stricken with severe abdominal 
symptoms. 
It is generally accepted that bouts of 
diarrhea such as you described are 
usually associated with contaminated 
water, poor sanitation, inadequate 
sewage disposal 
and carelessness 
about personal hygiene. 
When one comes from a well- 
controlled, hygienic area and is ex­ 
posed to toxic microbes and chemicals 
in a new environment, there are very’ 
specific rules to be followed. 
Drink only bottled water. A hidden 
danger lies in ice that may be con­ 
taminated. Even brushing the teeth 
should be done with bottled water. 
Avoid all raw fruits and vegetables. 
Lettuce is particularly hazardous 
because the soil on which it grows is so 
frequently contaminated. Fruits that 
can be peeled are considered safe to 
eat. 
Tourists are often tempted by exotic 


native foods. Only the lucky ones seem 
able to manage this. In general, it is a 
safe rule to avoid these dishes. 
Visitors should come prepared with 
one of the many drugs that are 
now available and prescribed by 
doctors. They can quickly check in­ 
testinal upsets. 
Since you have had two unpleasant 
experiences, 
why 
not 
consider 
holidaying north of the border next 
time? 


Is there a greater advantage to 
taking a vitamin by injection than by 
mouth? 
Mr. E. A., Conn. 
Dear Mr. A.: 
In most instances, injections of 
vitamins are given when patients are 
unable to comfortably take them by 
mouth 
After an operation, or because of 
some intestinal disorder, vitamins and 
all other kinds of medication may, for 
a while, be given by injection. 
In some instances, patients may 
have a special defect and an inability 
to absorb vitamins from the stomach 
or intestines. Here, too, injections are 
substituted. 
The concentration of vitamins by 
mouth is often just as effective, and 
lasts just as king as vitamins by in­ 
jection 
Yet many people persist in believing 
tlmt only a “ shot” can cure their 
disorder.

The nu ns d isagreed , citing sales in 
Sri l^ank a and Ind onesia where the p er 
cap ita gross national p rod u ct was less 
than $200 in 19 74.

A concep tu al mod el for the p ersonal 
alarm sy stem 
was d ev elop ed 
by 
Dou glas E. Bachman in his work 
toward the d egree in ind u strial d esign. 
Bachman said in his thesis that the 
sy stem wou ld emp loy a collar-ty p e 
ap p aratu s which, when activ ated by 
certain neck mov ements, transmits a 
signal to a sep arate alarm u nit 
The d ev ice, to be p owered by a small 
battery , wou ld send a rad io signal to a 
second ary u nit. The second u nit wou ld 
sou nd an alarm, Bachman said , which 
wou ld let others k now someone need s 
help . 
“There is a trend toward greater 
ind ep end ence 
among 
the 
han­ 
d icap p ed ," Bachman said . 
More often, Bachman said , the 
sev erely hand icap p ed are liv ing and 
work ing in the commu nity . Away from 
a sheltered env ironment, they face the 
hazard of an accid ent occu rring when 
there is no help nearby , he said . 
Bachman said he interv iewed 40 
hand icap p ed ind iv id u als and fou nd 
they shared a common concern ov er 
the need to obtain emergency help . 
“Their sense of ind ep end ence was 
temp ered by tbe realization that they 
cou ld become v irtu ally help less in 
certain situ ations,” he said . 
The collar d ev ice wou ld allow those 
withou t control of their hand s or arms 
to signal for help . 
Bachman said he is look ing into the 
p ossibility of m anu factu ring the 
d ev ice which wou ld weigh six ou nces 
or less. 
He said he has not y et p rod u ced a 
p rototy p e.

Take Effect 
WASHINGTON (AP) - If y ou are a 
stru ggling mu sician try ing to pay for 
y ou r leased clarinet, or if y ou can’t get 
credit simply becau se of y ou r color or 
religion or becau se y ou ’re ov er 65, y ou 
may find comfort in two new consu mer 
laws. 
The Consu mer leasing Act, one of 
the two laws tak ing effect today , is 
designed to mak e leasing companies 
let cu stomers k now ex actly the terms 
of their lease contracts before they 
sign on the dotted line. 
The second new consu mer protection 
law 
ex tends 
three-y ear-old 
p rohibitions 
against 
credit 
discrimination on the basis of sex or 
marital statu s. The new amendment to 
the Eq u al Credit Opportu nity Law 
bans credit discrimination for reasons 
of race, color, religion, national origin 
or age. 
Under the leasing act, whatev er y ou 
lease, whether it’s a clarinet or a new 
car, the gov ernment say s the company 
y ou deal with mu st specify the nu m­ 
ber, amou nt and du e dates of the 
pay ments and their total. 
The amou nt y ou ’re pay ing in tax es 
and other fees, information abou t 
possible p enalties resu lting from non­ 
p ay ment, and y ou r lease-p u rchase 
rights and what both sides can do to 
terminate the contract mu st also be 
prov ided. 
The law, modeled after the Tru th-in- 
I/ending Act, also places restrictions 
on adv ertising by leasing companies. 
The new law applies to all ty p es of 
leased goods, as long as the contract is 
for at least fou r months and the v alu e 
of the merchandise isn’t ov er $25,000.

NEW YORK (AP) - Detectiv es 
Jerry Keegan and Donald Gaffney 
slide into their sq u ad car, a retired 
y ellow tax i cab that starts with a groan 
and ru ns with a death rattle. 
There’s no shotgu n, no siren, no 
radio. They tak e a folder of crime 
rep orts, a book of mu g shots, a 
fingerp rinting k it and a camera. 


They ’re p art of the Bronx Senior 
Citizens Robbery Unit, a p rototy pe 
police grou p that inv estigates crimes 
against people ov er 60 who are at­ 
tack ed in bu ildings. 
They u se the tax i becau se it’s 
u nobtru siv e. It look s lik e a lot of other 
tax is in the Bronx . Many old people are 
embarrassed to be pinpointed as crime 
v ictims by the p resence of a police car. 
Some fear rep risal. 
Keegan and Gaffney cru ise the 
Grand Concou rse, a stately cany on of 
bu ildings that has become a combat 
zone 
for old 
people 
and 
y ou ng 
mu ggers. 
“See that p ark ?” Gaffney ask s. “In 
nice weather, the old people come ou t 
and su n themselv es. You can see the 
k ids watching them, circling at a 
distance, pick ing ou t their q u arry . 
“ You can sp ot it right off. Lik e cats 
watching birds. It’s u nnatu ral for 
y ou ng people to be that interested in 
old folk s.” 
Wearing civ ilian clothes, the two 
hefty v eterans are on their way to 
interv iew crime v ictims. They also 
tak e p ictu res of inju ries, u sefu l 
ev idence if the v ictim recov ers by the 
time the case goes to trial. 
In most other robbery cases, the 
v ictim is ask ed to go to a p recinct to 
v iew su sp ects’ p ictu res. Bu t Keegan 
and Gaffney v isit v ictims at their 
homes or hosp ital beds. 
Indiv idu al attention is the k ey to 
their ap p roach. After an attack , old 
people are esp ecially distrau ght. 


Perhap s they will hav e a cu p of tea, 
look at a family albu m or listen to 
stories abou t life in gentler day s. 
Their u nassigned du ties 
inclu de 
contacting relativ es, stopping mail 
deliv ery , freezing bank accou nts and 
tak ing v ictims to and from cou rt. 
“ Most are so amazed any one tak es 
an interest,” Keegan say s. “We still 
get Christmas cards from people 
we’v e v isited.” 
They enter the hospital room of 79- 
y ear-old Sarah (she doesn’t want her 
real named u sed) whose spine was 


brok en by three bu rglars she su rp rised 
in her ap artment. She had ju st 
retu rned from bu y ing birthday cards 
for her grandchildren. 
Gaffney and Keegan tak e her 
fingerp rints to comp are with those 
they lifted in the ap artment. 


Ly ing there large, pale and fragile, 
she tells them she had two rolls of 
p ennies in her little bank . Did they 
break her Jap anese v ases? Was there 
a tin of p ap ers from her cedar chest? 
She pu ts her ink y fingerp rinted hand 
to her forehead and cries.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Whipping 
boy and teacher, the man out front for 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, drew the initial 
blasts of rage when the company 
suggested homeowners turn down the 
heat.

managed to sound as though he kept 
his balance during those unpleasant 
day s. That is, after all, what he was 
paid to do. 
Chaddock looks back on what has 
been called the worst winter in 100 
y ears and say s he learned a few things 
about keeping the public informed. He 
also say s he can’t see where he would 
hav e made major changes in handling 
his job. 
“ Look,” he say s, reiterating the 
company ’s position that nature and not 
business caused the shortage, “ Ohio 
just happened to be at the bottom of the 
pit this winter where temperatures 
were concerned. 
“ Our computers hav e since told us 
that the likelihood of those sev ere cold 
temperatures happening in that short 
a time span is one in 10,008 .” 
Chaddock similarly toes the line 
when asked about the possibility that 
the gas shortage wasn’t real but a 
contriv ance to driv e up prices. He 
freely admits that Columbia Gas of 
Ohio predicts increased supplies once 
gas prices are deregulated, but his 
company has no direct interest in gas 
production as an activ ity . It is a 
distributor of what other firms drill. 
“ The thing that hit Columbia the 
hardest was the school issue," 
Chaddock say s of the 
company ’s 
inability to supply schools with all they 
needed to stay open in many cases. 
"We had been warning people all along 
about these shortages. The schools 
were bragging about how much money 
they had sav ed by their conserv ation 
efforts.

O rdered 


WASHINGTON (AP } - The Food 
and Drug Administration has ordered 
four modifications in 68 of some 400 
laserphoto 
machines manufactured 
for the Associated Press by the Harris 
Corp. of Melbourne, Fla. 
The machines are new receivers and 
transmitters installed in the AP’s 
Wirephoto network. They use a laser 
beam a s a source of light. 
An 
announcement 
by the 
FDA 
Wednesday said that the changes 
would be made at sites where the 68 
machines are in use. 
The 68 were manufactured between 
Aug. 2, 19 76 and Sept. 17, 19 76. 
The four changes do not involve any 
radiation emission danger. They in­ 
volve limiting access to the laser beam 
itself. 
The receivers will get these two 
modifications: addition of a small 
metal shield inside the machine to 
make it impossible for any one ser­ 
vicing it to look directly at the beam; 
and a label on the outside say ing the 
machine contains a laser beam. 
The transmitters will get a new 
interlock switch to shut them off 
automatically 
when 
the cover 
is 
opened. They will also get a new 
picture-feeding chute to increase from 
the current eight centimeters to 10 
centimeters the distance between the 
point 
where 
a 
photo enters 
the 
machine and the point where exposure 
to a laser beam would begin inside the 
machine.

The Ohio Department of Natural 


Resources’ (ODNR) Division of 
Forestry is urging Ohioans to practice 
extreme caution and observe the forest 
fire protection laws before burning 
leaves, trash or other material out­ 
doors. 
“ This spring is especially hazardous 


due to the lack of rainfall and the dryer 
than normal ground conditions,” said 
Ernest Gebhart, Chief of the Forestry 
Division. 
Gebhart said counties in Eastern 


and Southern portions of the state are 
most susceptible to forest and grass 
fires because of the area’s dense 
forests and vegetation. 
“ Ohioans who own land or reside in

NEW D ELPH I, India ( AP) * Morarji 


Desai, 81-year-old leader of the suc­ 
cessful fight to unseat the government 
of Indira Gandhi, was sworn in today 
as India’s fourth prime minister and 
immediately signaled a possible end to 
this country’s special links with the 
Soviet Union. 


At a news conference after taking 


the oath of office, Desai said the 1971 
Indian-Soviet friendship treaty “ must 
not come in the way of our friendship 
with any other state.... We won’t have 
any special relations with any coun­ 
try.” 
Desai, a veteran of the Indian in­ 
dependence movement and a former 
leader of Mrs 
Gandhi's Congress 


party, said his government would 
adopt a foreign policy of “ proper 
nonalignment.” 
His 59-year-old predecessor, Indira 


Gandhi, was not present for the 
three-minute ceremony in the ornate 
Ashoka Hall of the presidential palace. 
But she was one of the first to send 
congratulations to the longtime foe 
who led his new Janata party to a 
stunning election triumph over her and 
the Congress party last weekend. 
Having lost her seat in Parliament in 


the election, Mrs. Gandhi became a 
private citizen. However, her suc­ 
cessor as the Congress leader in 
Parliament, Y.B. Chavan, said she 
would continue to take a leading part 
in the party. 
Acting President B.D. Jatti swore in 


Desai as head of the new government 
three hours after the members of the 
new Parliam ent from his party 
unanimously approved him as their 
leader. 
“ The people have high hopes and the 


government will try to fulfill them,” 
said Desai. “ This has been a non­ 
violent, new revolution by the Indian 
people.” 
He was chosen prime minister by the 


spiritual leader of the anti-Gandhi 
opposition, Jayaprakash Narayan, 
who canvassed the members of the

In earlier y ears, Trevino had 
created a national furor by boy cotting 
the esteemed Masters because, he said 
at the time, the Augusta National Golf 
Club course was not suited to his game.

Common Situs 
Picketing Measure 
Loses By Upset 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill that 
would have strengthened the hand of 
striking construction unions is dead 
not only for this year but for the 
foreseeable future, a dejected sponsor 
says. 


In a stinging defeat for organized 
labor 
and 
the 
House 
Democratic 
leadership, 
the 
common 
situs 
picketing bill went down to a surprise 
defeat Wednesday night on a 217 to 205 
vote. 


Although it directly affected only the 
building trades, the vote was the first 
test of organized labor's strength in the 
new 
and 
heavily 
D em ocratic 
Congress. 
The bill’s prune sponsor, Rep. Frank 
Thompson Jr., D-N.J., said the vote 
killed 
the 
legislation 
for 
the 
foreseeable future. He also said the 
outcome bodes ill for labor’s campaign 
against right-to-work laws. 
Conservatives and business lobbied 
intensively against the bill, which 
would have allowed a union to shut 
down an entire construction site in a 
dispute with only one subcontractor. 
House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill 


said he had never seen organizations 
lobby as hard as the picketing bill’s 
opponents. 
Before 
the 
vote, 
a 
pessimistic O’Neill chided labor for not 
mounting an effective drive to muster 
support for the bill. 
The House passed a similar bill in 
1975. 229 to 189. It was vetoed in 
January 1976 by then — President 
Gerald R. Ford. 
"When you get careless along the 
line, the train goes off the track,’’ 
O’Neill said. Despite the speaker’s 
efforts to keep Democrats in line, 88 
voted with 129 Republicans against the 
bill. Only 14 Republicans voted for it. 
The majority was fashioned out of a 
coalition of Republicans and southern 
Democrats, including all nine from 
President 
Carter's home 
state 
of 
Georgia. 
Carter, who won with overwhelming 
labor support in a narrow contest 
against Ford last fall, stayed out of the 
fray. Carter had said merely that he 
would sign the bill if Congress passed 
it. 
Ford initially backed the common 
situs bill in 1975, but vetoed it under 
heavy pressure from conservatives.

The FPC formally refuses to com­ 
ment on the plan but it points out that 
the Colorado case Rhodes is banking 
on is not identical to the Ohio plan. 
Rhodes has managed to extract a 
promise from Columbia Gas System 
Inc., parent to Columbia Gas of Ohio, 
that the 
conglomerate 
will 
carry 
socalled self-help gas in its interstate 
pipelines. 
Those 
lines 
traditionally 
are 
reserved for gas committed to the 
interstate market. The FPC controls 
the movement and price of that gas. 
Interstate gas now costs about $1.44 
per 1,000 cubic feet. The Ohio self-help 
gas would bring between $2 and $2.25 
for the same quantity. 
The self-help concept is a push by

Whiskey V at Pickles 
Enjoy Sales Boom 


FARM INGDALE, N.Y. (AP) - Nat 
Stem pickles his pickles in charred oak 
barrels previously used for aging 
whiskey. Could that be the secret? 
Nat Stem also has an abiding dislike 
of machinery. Could that be it? 
Whatever it is, it has kept Stem’s 
pickle works in business at the same 
old stand since 1894, a boon not only to 
the Stem family but also to four 
generations 
of 
Long 
Island 
gastronomes. Long Island is the only 
place on earth you can find a Stem 
pickle and surely worth the trip. Nat 
Stem does not export. That may be 
part of his secret too. 
“ We make pickles exactly the way 
they were made when this place 
opened,” Nat Stem said. 
“ The formula is the same for the 
brine. The spices are the same. The 
amount of dill weed is the same. 
Nothing has changed. We have never 
used chemicals and never will. We do 
try to improve the quality of our 
cucumbers — we even provide the seed 
to our growers. But the pickling 
process is the same. 
“ As for the barrels, the fact that they 
once held whiskey has nothing to do 
with the taste of the pickle, at least I 
don't think it has. 
“ It’s just that cooperage is prac­ 
tically a lost art nowadays. Distilleries 
are the best source of charred oak 
barrels because they can use them 
only once. The wood is what matters. 
You can’t make a real pickle in 
anything except wood.” 
Nat Stem should know. He is 74, the 
son of the founder, and has spent many 
a pungent day at the pickle works. 
Nat’s father, Aaron Stem, came to 


America from Austria with not much 
more than a pushcart and a dream. Up 
and down Delaney St. on Manhattan’s 
Lower East Side he peddled pickles. 
“ They weren’t his own pickles, 
though,” his son explained, “ so he had 
no advantage over any other peddler 
with the same pickles. He figured that 
if he made his own pickles their quality 
would be the selling point and he could 
avoid the price-juggling rat race. That 
belief hasn’t changed either.” 
So Aaron Stem moved to Long 
Island, out in the country where the 
cucumbers grew. 


Most of that vast farmland has long 
since 
been 
paved 
over; 
Nat’s 
cucumber suppliers follow the harvest 
from Mexico to Michigan. The pickle 
works, though, remains as Aaron Stem 
built it. 
Nat and his nephew, Joe Steuer, 
have run the business since Aaron 
Stem died in 1952. 
“ My 
father's wish 
was 
that 
everything would remain the same, 
that we would operate the business the 
way he did,” Nat Stem said. “ We have 
honored his request. 
“ You 
will 
notice 
there 
is 
no 
machinery around here. That’s the 
real secret of our pickles. 


“ If we got any bigger we would have 
to have machines put the pickles in 
jars. The way we do it, the way it has 
been done for 83 years, every pickle 
goes into the jar by hand. Only the best 
get in. 
"That is the way it will continue to be 
done, by hand. Machines have no 
conscience.”

High Court 
Upholds 
Phone Charge 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohioans 
banking on the Supreme Court to 
reinstitute free telephone directory 
assistance were the losers Wednesday 
as the court upheld Cincinnati Bell’s 
practice of charging for the service. 
In a case brought by a group of 
Cincinnati Bell customers, the court 
upheld a Public Utilities Commission 
of Ohio ruling, dismissing the 
customer complaints that the charge 
for directory assistance calls was 
discriminatory. 
Cincinnati Bell began charging 20 
cents for all directory assistance calls 
over three a month in 1973 with PUCO 
approval. The plan also allowed Bell to 
charge for assistance in getting 
numbers in the 513 area code even 
though a customer might not have 
access to the appropriate directory. 
Justice Paul W. Brown, writing for 
the 6-1 majority concluded: 
“ Other courts have stated, and we 
observe, that tariff structuring is 
essentially discriminatory. The recent 
trend of relating costs of service more 
directly to tariff structuring seems in 
this case to assure fairer and more 
nondiscriminatory rates to all classes 
of users to the extent that cost struc­ 
turing can be shown to require those 
using a utility service pay for it . . . ”

Program Expands 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The state 
mental health and mental retardation 
programs are experiencing rapid 
progress in construction of community 
care programs, according to Dr. 
Timothy B. Moritz, director of the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation. 
Moritz said the department has 
completed or started 237 community 
projects in the last two years, costing 
$146.9 million, about 50 per cent funded 
by the state. 
The construction increase means 


37,611 patients are served in state- 
funded community facilities, more 
than twice the number of patients 
involved in such programs two years 
ago.

The 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
approved four experimental pesticides 
to partially combat an expected 
epidemic of caterpillars on cotton, 
America’s fourth-ranked cash crop. 


A fifth was also approved Wed­ 
nesday to protect the pear crop in 
Oregon and Washington that is 
threatened by an aphidlike insect 
called the pear psylla. It could cause 
$13 million in losses without the in­ 
secticide BAAM, EPA said. 


EPA administrator Douglas M. 
Costle said that between $20 million 
and $40 million worth of cotton may be 
threatened this summer by bullworms 
and budworms. Pesticide producers 
have told the agency they can produce 
enough of the chemicals to protect up 
to $15 million worth. 


Costle said the chemicals’ use was 
requested on an emergency basis by 
the two pear states and ll cotton states 
several months ago. 
He approved it even though damage 
to fish and other water life is possible 
and “ weak evidence exists that BAAM 
may be a suspect cancer agent.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Senators 
approved Wednesday a bill, already 
passed by the House, placing political 
restraints on gubernatorial 
ap­ 
pointments to the Ohio Retirement 
Study Commission. 
It provides that not more than two of 
three appointments made by the 
governor to the 14-member com­ 
mission may belong to the same 
political party. 
The measure also requires Senate 
confirmation of the governor’s ap­ 
pointees. 
Sponsors said the bill was needed to 
conform the governor’s appointive 
powers to those of the top two 
legislative leaders, each of whom 
name three members to the com­ 
mission. 
Rounding out the advisory agency 
are the directors of the five state 
retirement systems who are nonvoting 
members.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Allen Aaron 
Jackson enlisted in the Army to be 
trained as an automobile mechanic. 
Instead, at 21, his body was cut in half 
by a tank. 
A federal court on Wednesday said it 
“ deeply sympathizes” with Jackson, 
but it can’t order the government to 
pay damages to him. 
Jackson had sued for breach of 
contract, claiming he was promised 
two things by a recruiter: he would get 
mechanic’s training; he would not be' 
assigned to dangerous duty. 
The Army says there was no such 
promise, at least not in writing. And 
even if there had been, the recruiter 
had no authority to make it and 
therefore it’s not binding. 
In May 1974, four months after he 
enlisted, Jackson took 
part in 
maneuvers at Ft. Riley, Kan. A tank 
ran over him. The lower half of his 
body, navel on down, had to be am­ 
putated. 
Jackson’s lawyers could not sue for 
negligence; the Supreme Court has 
said it knows of no law that permits a 
soldier to recover damages on that 
ground. The lawyers chose the unusual 
claim that there was breach of the 
enlistment contract and asked $5 
million damages. 
The U.S. Court of Claims on Wed­ 
nesday issued its decision in case No. 
259-76, Allen Aaron Jackson vs. The 
United States. 
The court said it made a thorough, 
careful and comprehensive review “ in 
view of the shocking severity of the 
plaintiff’s injuries,” but said it could 
find nothing in the enlistment papers 
that prevented the Army from using 
Jackson in training exercises. 
“ The court deeply sympathizes with 
the plaintiff for the severe injury he 
received while serving our country in 
the United States Army,” said the 
judges. “ However, the court is without 
jurisdiction, authority or power to 
grant him any relief. It may be that he 
could get help from Congress...." 
Since that awful day in Kansas, 
Jackson has undergone 26 operator.

Defense crossexamination of Miss 
Hoffman was to open the ninth day of 
trial today. 
Leach muttered “ that’s a lie’’ 
several times during Miss Hoffman s 
testimony, once drawing an objection 
from the prosecution. As his own 
cocounselor, he said he plans to cross- 
examine witnesses. 
Miss Hoffman said she “ heard the

allegedly hit another captive with his 
pistol.

The M erry M ix Up

Sem antically 
speaking, the Women’s Movement is 
out to change Mankind (you’ve heard 
of her). 
For five years now, leaders have 
pressed for elimination of words which 
are considered traditionally sexist and 
discriminatory. You know - “ man­ 
made” should be “ of human origin” ; 
“ manpower” should be “ work force” ; 
“ man and wife” should be ‘‘husband 
and w ife." And hundreds of other 
linguistic works of the devil (un- 
contestedly a male gender noun). 
The most difficult demand to meet 
long has revolved around the sticky 
enigma of the singular personal 
pronoun. Traditionally, in writing, we 
have referred to an ungendered homo 
sapiens as a “ he.” As in, “ If a person is 
ill, he sould call a physician.” 
Feminists don’t like that. Female 
persons become ill, too. 
Dr. Benjamin Speck was the first 
renowned author to be challenged by 
the liberationists on this matter. 
Cast in the role of a male chauvinist 
child expert, Doc Spock gave in to 
those who said his “ Book of Baby and 
Child Care” was sexist. He had always 
considered “ he” to be a bi-sexual 
pronoun, he said, until he saw the light 


of liberation. Then he knew he must 
change, but to what? The English 
language offers no singular pronouns 
that cover both sexes, as “ they" or 
“ them” do in the plural. 
Should he state “ he or she” every 
time he referred to a baby? Heck, no. 
He considered “ an illegitimate hybrid 
- ’s-he,’ but there was no sim ilar way to 
condense 
‘her-him’ 
or 
‘her-his’ 
gracefully. 
Finally, he capitulated, and said 
future editions of his book would use 
“ she” and “ her” to cover both boys 
and girls. But he made an interesting 
prediction: “ If the day comes when 
women receive equal justice, then the 
question will arise whether calling a 
child of either sex ‘she’ constitutes 
discrim ination against boys. My 
literary heirs w ill have to tackle that 
problem when it comes up . . . ” 
Obviously, there has to be a solution 
that is fair to both sexes. And the only 
solution can be a new set of pronouns.

NEW YORK (A P ) — Behind the 
simple maxim that “ wages are limited 
by the ability to pay and the ability to 
produce” there is an interesting and 
perhaps surprising history, and maybe 
a lesson for today also. 
It is not the capsulized philosophy of 
a robber baron. It is more closely 
identified with the years of President 
John F. Kennedy, when wage in­ 
creases were tied to increases in 
productivity, 
and 
with 
the 
union 
movement. 
In 1946, in the midst of a strike 
against General M otors, W alter 
Reuther, head of the United Auto 
Workers, used sim ilar words. “ Ifs an 
old idea,” he said. “ It’s just common 
horse sense.” 
Reuther’s men then lowered their 
demands and settled for an increase of 
18.5 cents an hour. Shortly thereafter 
the Auto Workers found themselves 
criticized by the American Federation 
of Labor, for settling too high. 
"Those unions which broke price 
ceilings to get 18.5 cents followed a 
shortsighted policy,” said the AFL, 
whose seeretarytreasurer at the time 
was George L. Meany, now head of the 
AFL-CIO. An official A FL report at the 
time continued: 
"Had they been really willing to 
accept smaller increases and adjust 
their demands by genuine collective 
bargaining to industry’s ability to pay, 
they would be better off today and so 
would all American workers.” 
The provision for paying wage in­ 
creases by raising 
prices had a 


disastrous effect on 
the entire 
economy, the A F L said, because it led 
to inflation that brought serious losses 
to almost everyone. 
The “ ability to pay” philosophy has 
since become lost in a jungle of ver­ 
biage, of charges and countercharges 
and misinformation and ignorance, 
says John Q. Jennings, who headed 
federal mediation in Michigan at the 
time. Now a labor economic con­ 
sultant, he would bring it into the open 
again and nourish it. 
“ We’re wandering around in the 
dark not knowing what we’re doing,” 
he said. “ I would restore and activate 
the ability to pay concept to collective 
bargaining.” 
He 
would 
seek 
cooperation rather than conrontation. 


Jennings, who has an international 
following, would restore the concept 
not 
through 
law 
— 
“ controls, 
guidelines and presidential jawboning 
over work very long in peacetime” — 
but by an appeal to reason and un­ 
derstanding. 
And in order to obtain that, he 
continues, we must educate ourselves. 
“ Most people don’t know the simple 
arithmetic of 
business,” he said. 
“ They add it up all wrong. Even 
economists forget that 2 and 2 equals 
4.” 


Business, which is directly affected 
by these shortcomings, hasn't done its 
share to educate, he feels. “ Even 
today they’re reluctant to show the 
real figures,” he said. Nobody, he 
believes is willing to state the facts. 
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activity? You launch out boldly, only to 
find yourself trapped on a never- 
ending ‘his or her’ treadmill.

“ Since we want to combine the two 
words his’ and ‘her’, we can in this 
way retain the common ‘h. Then, 
following a long held chivalrous 
(though chauvinistic) tradition of 
ladies first, we take the second letter of 
her and then the second letter of his. 
This gives us hei’ (the order also helps 
us avoid ‘hie,’ which already has been 
spoken for); and, of course, since his 
and her are possessive, we distinguish 
our new pronoun by adding an s. 
“ The result is ‘heis.’ As in “ When a 
person is ill, heis physician should be 
called.” 
For the nominative ‘he’ and she,’ 
Gunter suggests simply dropping the s. 
As in 
(to continue the sickening 
analogy), “ If a person is ill, hei should 
call a physician.” 
What will this mean to you? 
Says Gunter, “ It only means that in 
the future you will need only one word 
(hei) instead of three (he or she) to 
make a bisexual, singular, personal 
reference. 
“ With this in mind, you’re likely to 
hit a new high as you hie to the nearest 
library to see if any earlier author has 
suggested this in heis writing.” 
Personally, I go for the idea, but a 
new words researcher over at Webster 
says it takes up to ten years for a 
revolutionary concept like this to catch 
on, since each editor has heis own 
strong opinion. 
Heigh ho.

Twice I ’ve gone below the border on 
a holiday, and twice I ’ve had my 
vacation ruined with severe abdominal 
cramps and diarrhea. Although I ate 
the same food that was eaten by the 
native friends I was visiting, they were 
unaffected by it. Can you explain this? 
Miss J. E., Calif. 
Dear Miss E .: 
It is well known that certain people 
can develop an immunity to the 
microbes that produce severe diarrhea 
in others. Newcomers to an area who 
have not developed such an immunity 
can be stricken with severe abdominal 
symptoms. 
It is generally accepted that bouts of 
diarrhea such as you described are 
usually associated with contaminated 
water, poor sanitation, inadequate 
sewage disposal 
and carelessness 
about personal hygiene. 
When one comes from a 
well- 
controlled, hygienic area and is ex­ 
posed to toxic microbes and chemicals 
in a new environment, there are very- 
specific rules to be followed. 
Drink only bottled water. A hidden 
danger lies in ice that may be con­ 
taminated. Even brushing the teeth 
should be done with bottled water. 
Avoid all raw fruits and vegetables. 
Lettuce is particu larly hazardous 
because the soil on which it grows is so 
frequently contaminated. Fruits that 
can be peeled are considered safe to 
eat. 
Tourists are often tempted by exotic 


Is there a greater advantage to 
taking a vitamin by injection than by 
mouth? 
Mr. E. A., Conn. 
Dear Mr. A.: 
In most instances, injections of 
vitamins are given when patients are 
unable to comfortably take them by 
mouth. 
After an operation, or because of 
some intestinal disorder, vitamins and 
all other kinds of medication may, for 
a while, be given by injection. 
In some instances, patients may 
have a special defect and an inability 
to absorb vitamins from the stomach 
or intestines. Here, too, injections are 
substituted. 
The concentration of vitamins by 
mouth is often just as effective, and 
lasts just as long as vitamins by in­ 
jection 
Yet many people persist in believing 
that only a 
“shot” can cure their 
disorder.

The suit, filed by Sisters of the 
Precious Blood, a 535^member order in 
Ohio, seeks to halt the sale of the 
breast milk substitute. The nuns say 
sale of the formula raises a health 
hazard because polluted water is used 
for preparation, increasing the infant 
mortality rate. 
The sisters also charged that 
uneducated mothers in poor countries 
are urged by the company to give up 
breast feeding. As a result, “ babies in 
the Third World are dying from 
malnutrition and disease which 
medical experts link to unnecessary 
bottle feeding,” the nuns say. 
They 
asked 
a 
court-directed 
lim itation 
on 
Bristol-M eyers’ 
marketing practices overseas. 
The company has asked dismissal of 
the suit, arguing that it does not 
market its baby food in countries 
“where chronic poverty could lead to 
product misuse or harmful effects.” 
The nuns disagreed, citing sales in 
Sri I-anka and Indonesia where the per 
capita gross national product was less 
than $200 in 1974. 
Attorneys for the nuns said Tuesday 
they are seeking an out-of-court set­ 
tlement with Bristol-Myers on the 
basis of a previously agreed-to change 
in Third World marketing practices by 
two other makers of baby formula, 
Borden and Abbott I-aboratories. 
A ruling on whether the case will go 
to trial is not expected for several 
weeks.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A design 
engineer, who recently received his 
m aster’s degree at Ohio State 
University, has proposed development 
of a battery-powered personal alarm 
system to aid the handicapped. 
A conceptual model for the personal 
alarm system 
was developed by 
Douglas E. Bachman in his work 
toward the degree in industrial design. 
Bachman said in his thesis that the 
system would employ a collar-type 
apparatus which, when activated by 
certain neck movements, transmits a 
signal to a separate alarm unit 
The device, to be powered by a small 
battery, would send a radio signal to a 
secondary unit. The second unit would 
sound an alarm, Bachman said, which 
would let others know someone needs 
help. 
“There is a trend toward greater 
independence 
among 
the 
han­ 
dicapped," Bachman said. 
More often, Bachman said, the 
severely handicapped are living and 
working in the community. Away from 
a sheltered environment, they face the 
hazard of an accident occurring when 
there is no help nearby, he said. 
Bachman said he interviewed 40 
handicapped individuals and found 
they shared a common concern over 
the need to obtain emergency help. 
“Their sense of independence was 
tempered by the realization that they 
could become virtually helpless in 
certain situations,” he said. 
The collar device would allow those 
without control of their hands or arms 
to signal for help. 
Bachman said he is looking into the 
possibility of m anufacturing the 
device which would weigh six ounces 
or less. 
He said he has not yet produced a 
prototype.

Regulations 
Young Thugs Going After Elderly 


WASHINGTON (A P) - There’s a 
new job in the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare that pays 
$12,763 a year and sounds pretty im­ 
portant. 


“ The nature of the assignment 
requires a continuing day-to-day 
association with the secretary and 
other high-level executives during 
high-level policy discussions involving 
plans and objectives," the official job 
description says. 
But 
in 
plain 
language, 
he 
is 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano Jr.’s 
personal cook. 
The holder of the newly coined title 
of Personal Assistant to the Secretary 
(Special Activities) is Wiley Barnes, 
who recently retired from the U.S. 
Marine Corps where he managed the 
personal quarters of the commandant. 


The job description that appeared 
recently in the Federal Register never 
came right out and said Barnes cooks 
Califano’s lunch. It said he managed 
“the food supply service of the 


secretary’s dining room." 
It also said that the job demands 
“ the utmost in personal discretion .... 
the nature of some of the incumbent’s 
duties requires personal participation 
with the ongoing special activities and 
programs, thereby necessitating the 
need for an extremely confidential 
relationship with the secretary." 
“ He does much more than cook for 
the secretary,” a spokesman for the 
department insisted Tuesday. “ He 
manages the secretary’s mess, han­ 
dles the accounting and supervises the 
kitchen.” 
Barnes also plans meals for special 
groups, such as governors or members 
of Congress whom Califano invites 
over for working breakfasts or lun­ 
ches, the spokesman said. In his first 
two weeks on the job, Barnes served 
meals to three V IP groups. 
Califano and Hale Champion, HEW's 
undersecretary-designate, 
normally 
dine together in the secretary’s dining 
room, which adjoins Califano’s office, 
a special meeting room and kitchen.

Take Effect 
WASHINGTON (A P) — If you are a 
struggling musician trying to pay for 
your leased clarinet, or if you can't get 
credit simply because of your color or 
religion or because you're over 65, you 
may find comfort in two new consumer 
laws. 
The Consumer leasing Act, one of 
the two laws taking effect today, is 
designed to make leasing companies 
let customers know exactly the terms 
of their lease contracts before they 
sign on the dotted line. 
The second new consumer protection 
law 
extends 
three-year-old 
prohibitions 
against 
credit 
discrimination on the basis of sex or 
marital status. The new amendment to 
the Equal Credit Opportunity Law 
bans credit discrimination for reasons 
of race, color, religion, national origin 
or age. 
Under the leasing act, whatever you 
lease, whether it's a clarinet or a new 
car, the government says the company 
you deal with must specify the num­ 
ber, amount and due dates of the 
payments and their total. 
The amount you’re paying in taxes 
and other fees, information about 
possible penalties resulting from non­ 
payment, and your lease-purchase 
rights and what both sides can do to 
terminate the contract must also be 
provided. 
The law, modeled after the Truth-in- 
l .ending Act, also places restrictions 
on advertising by leasing companies. 
The new law applies to all types of 
leased goods, as long as the contract is 
for at least four months and the value 
of the merchandise isn’t over $25,000.

LOS ANGEIJES (A P) - Singer- 
songwriter Jose Feliciano has won a 
court order stopping RCA Records 
from releasing an album of the 
guitarist's hits without his approval. 
Feliciano filed the suit to stop the 
release of an album containing his top­ 
selling songs unless he was allowed to 
approve the selections, the album 
cover design and album notes. 
Superior Court Judge David Thomas 
issued a temporary injunction against 
RCA on Tuesday, prohibiting release 
of the album before the lawsuit goes to 
trial. Feliciano was ordered to put up 
$50,000 bond to offset any damages 
RCA may suffer should the singer lose 
his case.

NEW YORK (A P) - Detectives 
Jerry Keegan and Donald Gaffney 
slide into their squad car, a retired 
yellow taxi cab that starts with a groan 
and runs with a death rattle. 
There’s no shotgun, no siren, no 
radio. They take a folder of crime 
reports, a book of mug shots, a 
fingerprinting kit and a camera. 


They’re part of the Bronx Senior 
Citizens Robbery Unit, a prototype 
police group that investigates crimes 
against people over 60 who are at­ 
tacked in buildings. 
They use the taxi because it’s 
unobtrusive. It looks like a lot of other 
taxis in the Bronx. Many old people are 
embarrassed to be pinpointed as crime 
victims by the presence of a police car. 
Some fear reprisal. 
Keegan and Gaffney cruise the 
Grand Concourse, a stately canyon of 
buildings that has become a combat 
zone 
for 
old 
people 
and 
young 
muggers. 
“ See that park?” Gaffney asks. "In 
nice weather, the old people come out 
and sun themselves. You can see the 
kids watching them, circling at a 
distance, picking out their quarry. 
“ You can spot it right off. Uke cats 
watching birds. It’s unnatural for 
young people to be that interested in 
old folks.” 
Wearing civilian clothes, the two 
hefty veterans are on their way to 
interview crime victims. They also 
take pictures of injuries, useful 
evidence if the victim recovers by the 
time the case goes to trial. 
In most other robbery cases, the 
victim is asked to go to a precinct to 
view suspects' pictures. But Keegan 
and Gaffney visit victims at their 
homes or hospital beds. 
Individual attention is the key to 
their approach. After an attack, old 
people are especially distraught. 


Perhaps they will have a cup of tea, 
look at a family album or listen to 
stories about life in gentler days. 
Their unassigned duties include 
contacting relatives, stopping mail 
delivery, freezing bank accounts and 
taking victims to and from court. 
“ Most are so amazed anyone takes 
an interest," Keegan says. “ We still 
get Christmas cards from people 
we’ve visited.” 
They enter the hospital room of 79- 
year-old Sarah (she doesn’t want her 
real named used) whose spine was 
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broken by three burglars she surprised 
in her apartment. She had just 
returned from buying birthday cards 
for her grandchildren. 
Gaffney and Keegan take her 
fingerprints to compare with those 
they lifted in the apartment. 


Lying there large, pale and fragile, 
she tells them she had two rolls of 
pennies in her little bank. Did they 
break her Japanese vases? Was there 
a tin of papers from her cedar chest? 
She puts her inky fingerprinted hand 
to her forehead and cries.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Whipping 
boy and teacher, the man out front for 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, drew the initial 
blasts of rage when the company 
suggested homeowners turn down the 
heat. 
But 
W illiam 
Chaddock, 
news 
department manager for Columbia, 
managed to sound as though he kept 
his balance during those unpleasant 
days. That is, after all, what he was 
paid to do. 
Chaddock looks back on what has 
been called the worst winter in IOO 
years and says he learned a few things 
about keeping the public informed. He 
also says he can’t see where he would 
have made major changes in handling 
his job. 
“ Look,” he says, reiterating the 
company’s position that nature and not 
business caused the shortage, “ Ohio 
just happened to be at the bottom of the 
pit this winter where temperatures 
were concerned. 
“ Our computers have since told us 
that the likelihood of those severe cold 
temperatures happening in that short 
a time span is one in 10,000,’’ 
Chaddock sim ilarly toes the line 
when asked about the possibility that 
the gas shortage wasn’t real but a 
contrivance to drive up prices. He 
freely admits that Columbia Gas of 
Ohio predicts increased supplies once 
gas prices are deregulated, but his 
company has no direct interest in gas 
production as an activity. It is a 
distributor of what other firms drill. 
“ The thing that hit Columbia the 
hardest was the school issue,” 
Chaddock says 
of the 
company’s 
inability to supply schools with all they 
needed to stay open in many cases. 
“ We had been warning people all along 
about these shortages. The schools 
were bragging about how much money 
they had saved by their conservation 
efforts. Then bang.”

Laserphoto 
Modifications 
O rdered 


WASHINGTON (AP ) - The Food 
and Drug Administration has ordered 
four modifications in 68 of some 400 
laserphoto machines manufactured 
for the Associated Press by the Harris 
Corp. of Melbourne, Fla. 
The machines are new receivers and 
transmitters installed in the AP’s 
Wirephoto network. They use a laser 
beam as a source of light. 
An announcement by the FDA 
Wednesday said that the changes 
would be made at sites where the 68 
machines are in use. 
The 68 were manufactured between 
Aug. 2, 1976 and Sept. 17, 1976. 
The four changes do not involve any 
radiation emission danger. They in­ 
volve limiting access to the laser beam 
itself. 
The receivers will get these two 
modifications: addition of a small 
metal shield inside the machine to 
make it impossible for anyone ser­ 
vicing it to look directly at the beam;

Prevention Steps 


The Ohio Department of N atural 
R eso u rces’ 
(ODNR) 
D ivision 
of 
Forestry is urging Ohioans to practice 
extrem e caution and observe the forest 
fire protection laws before burning 
leaves, trash or other m aterial out­ 
doors. 
“This spring is especially hazardous 
due to the lack of rainfall and the dryer 
than norm al ground conditions,” said 
Ernest G ebhart, Chief of the Forestry 
Division. 
G ebhart said counties in Eastern 
and Southern portions of the state are 
most susceptible to forest and grass 
fires because of the area’s dense 
forests and vegetation. 
“ Ohioans who own land or reside in 
the Forest Fire Protection District are 
not perm itted to bum before 4 p.m. and 
m ust obtain a permit before starting a 
fire outdoors during March, April or 
May,” G ebhart said. “Burning per­ 
m its m ay be obtained from a local fire 
w arden.”

NEW DELPHI, India (AP) - Morarji 
Desai, 81-year-old leader of the suc­ 
cessful fight to unseat the government 
of Indira Gandhi, was sworn in today 
as India’s fourth prime minister and 
immediately signaled a possible end to 
this country’s special links with the 
Soviet Union. 


At a news conference after taking 
the oath of office, Desai said the 1971 
Indian-Soviet friendship treaty “must 
not come in the way of our friendship 
with any other state.... We won’t have 
any special relations with any coun­ 
try.” 
Desai, a veteran of the Indian in­ 
dependence movement and a former 
leader of Mrs. Gandhi’s Congress 
party, said his government would 
adopt a foreign policy of “proper 
nonalignment.” 
His 59-year-old predecessor, Indira 
Gandhi, 
was not present for the 
three-minute ceremony in the ornate 
Ashoka Hall of the presidential palace. 
But she was one of the first to send 
congratulations to the longtime foe 
who led his new Janata party to a 
stunning election triumph over her and 
the Congress party last weekend. 
Having lost her seat in Parliament in 
the election, Mrs. Gandhi became a 
private citizen. However, her suc­ 
cessor as the Congress leader in 
Parliam ent, Y.B. Chavan, said she 
would continue to take a leading part 
in the party. 
Acting President B.D. Jatti swore in 
Desai as head of the new government 
three hours after the members of the 
new P a rlia m e n t from his party 
unanimously approved him as their 
leader. 
“The people have high hopes and the 
government will try to fulfill them ,” 
said Desai. “This has been a non­ 
violent, new revolution by the Indian 
people.” 
He was chosen prime minister by the 
spiritual leader of the anti-Gandhi 
opposition, Jay a p ra k a sh N arayan, 
who canvassed the members of the

QUANTICO, Va. (A P) - U . Gayle 
Hanley lay flat on her stomach in a 
cold, muddy trench, firing bursts at an 
advancing enemy from the M16 rifle 
propped in front of her. 
The bullets were blanks, but the 
training was real for the former kin­ 
dergarten teacher and 21 other female 
officers. On Thursday they became the 
first women in the history of the Corps 
to undergo combat training. 


“ I wanted to do something dif­ 
ferent,” the 28-year-old Rural Retreat, 
Va., woman said during a lull in the 
two-day simulated war. “ I like this 
pretty well, but eventually I ’U go back 
to kindergarten. You can be a lady 
there.” 
Since Jan. 8, the newly com­ 
missioned female Marine officers have 
been trained alongside male officers in 
patrolling, amphibious operations, the 
use of terrain, weapons and underfire 
tactics. All are second lieutenants in a 
21-week training period at Quantico 
Marine Base. 
“ It’s very difficult to tell the men 
from the women," said LL Col. Pieter 
Hogaboom, a tactics group chief. 
‘‘Once you put gear on them and 
helmets and give them rifles, they're 
all little green people. They’re all 
Marines.” 
The women are not expected to see 
real combat. "They’re not prepared 
for the front line, but for support 
roles,” explained Ll. Col. Barbara 
Dolyak. 
Ll. Col. Edward M. Mockler, an 
operations officer, said the women 
were undergoing combat training “to 
expose them and familiarize them with 
their environment so they will do their 
own job better.” 
Jannie Loftis, 22, of Ceres, Calif., 
said at first she didn’t care for combat 
training. "But the culture shock is 
wearing off, and some of it is becoming 
fun,” she said. " I really have a good 
time shooting my rifle today, and I 


hated my rifle when I first got it.” 
The women's training is a little less 
rigorous, Mockler said. Istead of doing 
pullups, they hang by their arms. The 
women’s obstacle course is less dif­ 
ficult. While the men run 3 miles, the 
women only run 1% miles. However, 
several times a week both run up to 6 
miles. 
Dolyak said the women’s per­ 
formance is about equal with the 
men’s. Women rank sixth and seventh 
in the company of 266 officers. Some 
women are in the middle of some at the 
bottom.

O n Bridge 


CINCINNATI 
(A P)—A 20-minute 
delay in crossing the Ohio River was 
predicted by highway officials when 
road repairs will restrict traffic on the 
Brent Spence Bridge this spring. 
The proposed 60-day work period on 
the deck of the 13-year-old bridge could 
be extended if rain or cool weather 
delay the application of a waterproof 
concrete surface. 
Repair work will cost an estimated 
$2 million. 
The bridge was designed to ac­ 
comodate 75,000 cars daily, far less 
than the average of 120,000 who are 
using it today, according to Robert 
Walsburger, district engineer for the 
Kentucky Highway Bureau. 
Walsburger said two through lanes 
will be open at almost all times, but 
still forecast delays for vehicles 
exiting off the bridge onto Interstate 
75. Several ramps onto 1-75 will be 
closed during the construction period, 
he said. 
No vehicle more than eight feet wide 
will be allowed to use the Brent Spence 
during the work period, instead these 
vehicles will be rerouted over the Clay 
Wade Bailey Bridge, he said.

M edical Teaching 
Program Pushed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
two newest medical schools could 
proceed with contracts with area 
hospitals for clinical teaching facilities 
under a measure passed by the Senate 
30-0 on Thursday. 
Sen. Marcus A. Roberto’s bill 
provides that the Medical College of 
Northeast Ohio and Wright State 
University may spend capital im­ 
provements funds to expand or 
renovate nonprofit hospitals for am­ 
bulatory teaching facilities. 
The last legislature appropriated 
$11.9 million for that purpose, but the 
schools found other statutes prohibited 
them from making improvements on 
private property. 
Roberto, D-18 Ravenna, said his 
measure overcomes that obstacle and 
provides for 25-year leases with the 
hospitals. The alternative would be to 
construct separate teaching hospitals 
at a cost of $40 million or $50 million 
each, he said. 
The bill went to the House.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A House 
ethics panel plans to formally advise 
lawmakers next month that they 
should not accept a mileage travel 
allowance for weeks when they do not 
attend sessions here. 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, 
chairman of the Ethics Committee, 
said Thursday the admonition will be 
followed by legislation making the 
practice illegal. 
Under present policy when the 
General Assembly is in session, 
legislators automatically receive the 
15 cents-a-mile allowance whether 
they attend or not. 
Wilkowski said the committee would 
form ally recommend at its next 
meeting April 20 an end to that 
practice and draft legislation to back 
up the advice with a law. 
Existing law states that legislators 
are entitled to mileage, but does not 
say specifically that they must attend 
sessions to collect it. 
At the same time, Wilkowski said he 
saw nothing wrong with legislators 
accepting the allowance for out-of- 
pocket travel expenses when they 
share a ride or use some means of 
transportation 
other 
than 
an 
automobile. Both are common prac­ 
tices, he noted. 
The mileage is paid for one round 
trip weekly. Additional compensation 
is not provided for extra trips to 
Columbus, nor do lawmakers receive 
reimbursement for other expenses, 
such as hotel room bills. 
The Lucas County attorney said it 
would be extremely difficult to police 
the mileage allowance, and added, 
"I'm not going to put the members of 
this House in a position where they will 
squeal on each other.” 
During the course of a meeting at­ 
tended by only three ethics members, 
the committee learned of another 
relatively common practice—charging 
the state for long distance calls made 
by lawmakers within their districts. 
Joseph 
Sommer, 
executive 
secretary of the House, confirmed the 
practice. He said monthly House 
telephone bills ran up to $15,000, with 
about $8,000 of it going for long 
distance calls. Sommer could not 
provide a breakdown for the cost of 
calls made outside of Columbus, but 
charged to House lines. 
"It is very difficult to put a tight type 
of control over the telephones,”

The committee also decided to 
research state law that directs that it 
"shall” investigate formal complaints 
against House members and “may" 
investigate charges.

He questioned whether 
the term extended to allegations 
reported in newspapers, or even to 
"rumors.” 
" I’m not concerned with any in­ 
dividual at this point," he said when 
asked if the committee was con­ 
sidering investigating a particular 
legislator.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Two 
lawmakers of opposing parties joined 
Thursday to introduce a bill that would 
end closed political caucuses in the 
legislature. 
Reps. Charles R. Saxbe, R-75 
Mechanicsburg, 
and 
Dennis 
E. 
Eckart, D-18 Euclid, said in a joint 
statement that “the citizens have a 
right to know who is making policy and 
why they are making it.” 
The legislature, when it enacted the 
open meetings "sunshine law” last 
session, exempted senators and House 
members with regard to closed 
caucuses. 
Saxbe and Eckart said "since that 
time, the party caucuses have been 
held behind dosed doors...it's time the 
legislature realized our ‘do as we say, 
not as we do’ attitude won’t be 
tolerated.” 
The two House members said groups 
whidh have expressed interest in their 
legislation include the Ohio Civil 
Liberties Union, the Citizens League of 
Greater Cleveland and the Ohio 
Council of Churches.

NEW YORK (AP) - Who is Satra? 
Earlier this year a company named 
Satra announced it had obtained 
television rights to the Moscow 
Olympics in 1980, challenging the 
media to find a quick answer to the 
question. 


Since then the company apparently 
has lost the TV rights to National 
Broadcasting Co., against whom it has 
filed a $275 million suit, companion to 
another $275 million suit against the 
International Olympic Committee. 
That nobody could quickly, describe 
Satra is in the nature of things, 
because Satra is a trading corporation, 
which its founder, Ara Oztemel, 
describes as “a company that explores 
needs and then goes out and finds a 
supply.” 
As such, Satra does not have the 
ready identification of smaller com­ 
panies that have their names im­ 
printed on trucks and real estate and 
advertisements. Satra does have some 
of these, but its main occupation is 
trading. 
It conducts a 
huge amount of 
commerce with the Soviet Union and 
has since the very early 1950s, when 
Oztemel, an American bom in Turkey, 
began importing chrome ore. The 
company is now the biggest U.S. 
chrome importer. 


But Satra has grown far beyond the 
business of chrome mining and im­ 
porting. 
It 
also 
imports 
other 
minerals, metals and alloys. It sells 
U.S. automotive steel to the Soviets. It 
imports-exports for its own account 
and for others. 
It holds exclusive rights to distribute 
Soviet 
m otorcars, 
m otorcycles, 


bicycles, farm equipment and certain 
industrial machinery in West Ger­ 
many, the United Kingdom, Canada 
and the United States. 
Beginning next year it will sell and 
service the I^ada, a sturdy Fiat-like 
car here, and hopes to develop sales of 
50,000 to 60,000 units a year.

Oztemel, 
50, 
and 
a 
few 
associates own almost all of Satra. 
He left Turkey in 1944 after his father 
died without a will, permitting the 
state to claim the estate. He worked 
here 
for 
the 
War 
Shipping 
Administration. 
After the war he studied engineering 
at 
Northeastern 
U niversity, 
graduating in 1949 but remaining in 
graduate school 
until 
1951. 
After 
working as an engineer for Stone & 
Webster and Polaroid, Oztemel sought 
sources of chrome in Turkey and the 
Soviet Union. 
As he explains it, “Satsa was the 
first company to establish meaningful 
postwar trade relations with Eastern 
European countries, and is one of a 
limited number of companies ac­ 
credited by the Soviet government to 
maintain offices in Moscow.” 
One thing led to another, as it 
always does for the successful trader. 
A good trader instinctively is on the 
alert for solving needs by bringing the 
supply together with the demand.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
W orkers’ Compensation Advisory 
Council has recommended a 30 per 
cent increase in rates paid by em; 
ployers to keep the lid on a $1.3 billion 
deficit. 
The unanimous proposal, approved 
Tuesday, follows a March IO disclosure 
of the actuarial deficit in the State 
Insurance Fund. It finances the 
compensation program for injured 
workers into which 250,000 Ohio em­ 
ployers pay. 
New rates are adopted by the Ohio 
Industrial Commission each June and 
become effective July I. 
Last July, the rate was increased 
28.75 per cent by the OIC. In 1975 the 
rate went up 10.48 per cent. Individual 
employer rates vary according to 
injury risk and incidence. 
OIC Chairman William Johnston 
said the recommendation may be 
followed, but that additional study 
must go into any final decision on rate 
levels. 
A new workers’ compensation 
reform law, effective in January, says 
that “rates shall be set at a level that 
assures that acturial soundness of the 
fund.” 
The council also opposed any move 
to allow private insurance companies 
to write part or all of the workers’ 
compensation coverage for Ohio’s 4.5 
million workers.

I am convinced that as long as one 
fat, obese man or woman exists there 
will always be misinformation about 
this universal disorder. 
Thousands of readers write to me 
hoping to learn that somewhere, some 
place, there exists the ideal diet that 
will help them to lose weight, not feel 
hungry, not depend on weight-reducing 
drugs, not have a desire for sweets or 
fattening foods and, especially, to be 
assured that every pound taken off will 
never return. 
Such a miracle does not exist. What 
does exist are some basic scientific 
truths about obesity that are in­ 
disputable. 
The first truth is that calories do 
count and must be counted if weight is 
to be controlled. The rule is a simple 
one. When the number of calories 
consumed is greater than the number 
of calories required by the body for 
fuel, a gain in weight is inevitable.

O hio Guard 
To Beef Up 
Some Units 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Army National Guard will beef up its 
units 
by 
cutting 
personnel 
in 
a 
reorganization proposed for late April, 
the adjutant general said Wednesday. 
Major Gen. James C. Clem said 
authorized strength would be cut to 
14,350, a reduction of 947 persons from 
the guard’s level for the past nine 
years. 
Clem said the Army now orders 
guard units maintained at 90 per cent 
strength and the state has had trouble 
supporting 14,000 troops since the draft 
ended. 
By consolidating units that were at 
50 to 60 per cent strength, the guard 
will be able to bring them up to 90 per 
cent, a spokesman said. 
The reorganization means dropping 
one armored cavalry- squadron at 
Cleveland, a military police battalion 
in northwestern and northeastern 
Ohio, and some separate companies 
and detachments. 
Remaining units will be relocated or 
split between two communities to 
insure that at least a partial unit 
remains in all areas. 
Clem said approval of the plan, 
involving agreement of several states 
and federal officials, is not expected 
until mid April or May 1. 
He said he has “received assurances 
from the National Guard Bureau of 
continued support for displaced 
fulltime, federally paid employes of 
the OARNG until they can be placed in 
new positions.”

commissioned officers will be retained 
for one year to permit reassignment, 
he said.

The obese are ingenious in seeking 
out such farfetched, unrealistic causes 
for their inability to lose weight. 

It’s easier 
to create them than to look for the 
hidden calories that are the real 
culprits in the fight against fat.

The annual motor vehicle license 
sale commences April I, 1977 for the 
blue and red stickers to be issued this 
year. 
It is absolutely necessary that motor 
vehicle registration be accurate. 
Ohio Revised Code (O.R.C.) 4501.04 
provides that 34 per cent of the moneys 
collected from motor vehicle license 
fees shall be distributed to municipal 
corporations and counties which 
constitute the residential district of 
registration. 
Additionally O.R.C. 4504.04 permits 
certain political subdivisions to levy 
and collect a $5 license fee on all 
vehicles in the district of registration. 
In 
this 
jurisdiction 
Circleville 
currently relies on such funding to 
provide road and street repair and 
improvements. 
The two provisions above are 
significant. However, in addition to the 
above, O.R.C. 5735.23 and 5735.27 
provide that 30 per cent of the revenue 
from the gasoline excise tax and 7.5 
per cent of the next 2 cents gasoline tax 
levied are to be distributed to the 
municipal corporations in Ohio based 
on motor vehicle registrations. 
Needless to say, the value and im­ 
portance of correct motor vehicle 
registrations has a direct relationship 
to the capacity of Circleville to provide 
well constructed and maintained 
streets 
and 
highways. 
After 
this 
winter, the need is even more critical.

“ Outside of Iran, I stayed very 
humble. I was a tourist or a student or 
a housewife like now.” 
Her husband, Timothy P. Calnan, is 
a technical representative for General 
Electric. They are here because 
Calnan is involved in a local company 
project. 
“ My husband did not force me; he 
asked me if I wanted to be an 
American,” she said. “ It took me 
about six months to make up my mind. 
I realized I love my husband very 
dearly and I respect and admire him, 
and I decided I must know more about 
his country.” 
Her ancestors controlled Iran from 
the late 18th century until 1921 when it 
was overthrown by Reza Khan 
Pahlavi, father of the present Shah.

Religious Drama Stirs Controversy 


NEW YORK (A P) - Complaints 
from a sm all, ultraconservative 
religious segment have stirred con­ 
troversy over a forthcoming television 
drama, “ Jesus of Nazareth,” which 
church leaders generally have hailed 
as sound and inspiring. 
“ I was brought to tears at least a 
dozen times by this powerful and 
graphic film ,” says the Rev. Paul M. 
Stevens, head of the Southern Baptist 
Radio and Television Commission 
after viewing the six-hour portrayal of 
the life of Christ. 
However, in advance of its showing 
Easter week on NBC-TV in two parts, 
April 3 and IO, a furore developed over 
General 
Motors’ withdrawal of 
sponsorship in the face of whipped up 
protests, even though leading religious 
figures have commended the work. 
"Constantly inspiring,” says Msgr. 
Pietro Rossano, head of the Vatican’s 
Biblical commission. He says it not 
only is historically authentic, but at­ 
tains a “ dimension of faith by making 
the human-divine figure of Jesus speak 
to men of today.” 
It will enable viewers to approach 


the gospels with “ a new intelligence 
and a new vividness.” says noted 
Presbyterian Bible scholar William 
Barclay of Scotland, who has produced 
a widely selling book adapted from the 
film script, published by Collins World 
in Cleveland and lavishly illustrated 
with scenes from the film. 
A “ great film,” says William Bright, 
president of Campus Crusade for 
Christ. 
Nevertheless, complaints provoked 
by Faith magazine, a publication 
linked to fundamentalist Bob Jones 
University in South Carolina, brought 
about 15,000 letters and telephone calls 
of protest to General Motors, and it 
withdrew sponsorship, saying com­ 
mercial participation seemed inap­ 
propriate. 
However, NBC was going ahead with 
the film and another company, Procter 
and Gamble, was reported taking up 
sponsorship. 
Major church representatives, after 
viewing the film, called attacks on it 
irresponsible, repressive and factually 
wrong, saying they had been made 
without even seeing the film. 


The Rev. Dr. William F. Fore, a 
United Methodist clergyman and top 
communications executive of the 
National Council of Churches including 
most major Protestant and Eastern 
Orthodox denominations, had urged 
General Motors not to cave in to “the 
howlings" of misinformation. 


He says the film “ clearly and con­ 
sistently affirms the deity of Jesus ... 
in a strong, forceful and Biblical 
manner.” 


Faith magazine had published a 
letter from Bob Jones III, head of the 
South Carolina institution, calling on 
General Motors to disassociate itself 
from the film or else “those who love 
the Lord Jesus Christ” would spend 
“their automobile dollars elsewhere.” 
The magazine, claiming published 
comments of the director of the film 
showed it was designed to destroy 
beliefs about Jesus, urged readers to 
raise a storm of protest. 
However, leading Roman Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish advisers helped 
guide the film, four years in the 
making.

Carter Unafraid Of Diplomacy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter isn’t showing his cards, but he 
has described the deck that his ad­ 
ministration will put on the negotiating 
table in Moscow next week. 
It’s a different way of dealing in 
m atters diplom atic, and what it 
suggests is that Carter doesn’t con­ 
sider foreign policy to be an arcane 
science reserved for the experts. 
Instead, 
as 
he 
describes 
it, 
diplomacy is not all that different from 
politics: you build your constituency 
and then you make your move. 
The President told his news con­ 
ference on Thursday that he wants the 


world to know “I am not just speaking 
as a lonely voice” on foreign policy 
judgments, but with strong support of 
Congress and the country. 
Carter said that is why he speaks 
publicly about matters that once were 
reserved for the private councils of 
government. 
“ I believe that it is very important 
for the American people to know the 
framework within which discussions 
might take place, and to give me 
through their own approval strength as

Area Fights 
Water Waste 


HAMILTON TOWNSHIP, N.J. (AP) 
— This Northeast area is not faced 
with the drought problems of the 
Midwest and West, but the town 
fathers are steamed up about the 
waste of water by residents. 
Their first attack will be on long 
shower takers. 
“The public sees a ... commercial on 
television with some guy stepping 
away from the shower, lathering up 
and just letting the water keep pouring 
down,” said Arthur J. Julian, public 
works director. “The attitude is that 
water is something that’s free and that 
the supply is endless. Well it just 
isn’t.” 
A standard showerhead sprays 
about six gallons per minute, he said. 
So 
the 
town 
will 
give 
away 
showerheads that spray about two 
gallons per minute, emitting a soft 
mist instead of a pounding spray. 
Julian estimates a saving of three 
million gallons of water daily if the 
town’s 
32,000 
households 
use 
the 
showerheads. He says the saving in 
water costs will offset the $150,000 tab 
to distribute the showerheads. 
The next step, says Mayor John K. 
Rafferty, is to do something about all 
that water in toilet tanks.

Cyrus R. Vance off for Moscow today, 
it is with a published agenda. 
On the list:

—Strategic arms limitations, “and 
actual reductions for a change.” 
—U.S. and Soviet constraints on 
arms sales to other nations. 
—Mutual reduction of m ilitary 
forces in Europe. 
—Control, and possibly elimination, 
of all nuclear testing, both weapons 
and peaceful devices. 
—Demilitarization 
of 
the 
Indian 
Ocean, an end to outside interference 
in southern Africa and cooperation on 
a Middle East peace conference later 
this year. 
That is not new business. As can­ 
didate and 
President, 
Carter 
had 
discussed all those objectives before. 
But now, in a nationally televised news 
conference, he spelled them out briefly 
and simply as matters to be put on the 
table at this first round of high level 
talks in Moscow. 
“ I think it is very important that the 
strength of the presidency itself be 
recognized as deriving from the people 
of this nation, and I think it is good for 
us even in very complex matters, when 
the outcome of negotiations might still 
be in doubt, to let the members of 
Congress and the people of this country 
know what is going on,” he said. 
That may work better and it may 
not. But Carter always said it was the 
way he would function in foreign 
af airs. 


Hemophilia 
Research 
Needs Funds 


CINCINNATI 
(A P) 
- A 
New 
England professor of medicine who 
helped pioneer a system of “self 
transfusion” for hemophiliacs in 1970 
says further research has been 
hampered by a lack of funds. 
Dr. Peter Levine, director of the 
Hemophilia center in W orcester, 
Mass., and a professor of medicine at 
the University of Massachusetts, said 
the 1970 program which gave impetus 
to a nationwide effort has been suc­ 
cessful. 
Levine, who spoke at the third an­ 
nual symposium on hemorrhage and 
thrombosis 
at 
Good 
Sam aritan 
Hospital, also said it is untrue that the 
blood of hemophiliacs lacks a clotting 
agent. 
“ ...the factor is there,” he said. 
“What we are trying to do through 
research is to find out why it doesn’t 
work. 
“What we have discovered,” Levine 
said, “is that the problems with the 
molecules takes several forms.” 
However, he said, funds from the 
National Institute of Health and 
foundations are in short shrift and 
“research centers are closed down all 
over or cutting back.” 
Levine said the cost of treating the 
bleeding disease would plummet if 
research is able to find out why clot­ 
ting factors in the blood of the victims 
do not work and develop a treatment. 
His group is now working on the 
problem with one medical researcher 
and one biochemist. He said he has 
room for four more. He said research 
will also develop more knowledge 
about the opposite disease, throm­ 
bosis, which is caused by too much 
clotting in the blood veins.

Florence, Pompeii, Rome, Venice, 
and Pisa are some of the cities which 
16 CHS students will be visiting soon. 
Mrs. Winifred Breegle and her Latin 
students will depart from Columbus on 
April 7 for a 10-day trip to Italy. From 
Columbus, aboard a Pan Am 707, they 
will fly to Philadelphia, and there they 
are off to Rome. 
Over Easter weekend the visitors 
will view St. Peter Basilica, the Trevi 
Fountain, the Roman Forum, the 
Collosseum, the Pantheon, and the 
Catacombs. 
On the fourth day of the tour, 
Pompeii will be the main attraction. 
The city, destroyed by an eruption of 
Vesuvius in 79 A.D., was, as Mrs. 
Breegle commented, “ most im­ 
pressing to the students" on the last 
tour in 1975. Also that day they will 
visit a cameo factory where they will 
watch as the cameos are made. 
From Pompeii the tour will return to 
Rome where they will visit the Vatican 
Museum and the miraculous Tivoli 
Fountains at the famous Villa d’Este. 
The fountains, 1,000 in number, all 
work naturally by the force of gravity. 
Next they will travel to Florence and 
on to a chocolate factory in the famous 
university town, Perugia. In Florence, 
plans are made to stop at the Uffizi 
Gallery to see Michelangelo’s famous 
statue of Davis.

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Tests Show 
Chicks Not 
Dum b Clucks 


PHII ADELPHI A (AP) - Chicken 
Uttle notwithstanding, feathery farm 
creatures may not be such dumb 
clucks after all, a university resear­ 
cher says. 
If they have to, chickens can per­ 
form tough tasks normally considered 
the domain of brainy animals like 
monkeys, said Rutgers University 
nutritionist Robert Squibb. 
"Over the years, they’ve put 
monkeys at the top of the intelligence 
scale and the bird at the bottom of the 
heap," he said, "But he's not so dam 
dumb. He can really do marvelous 
things." 
Squibb blamed chickens' "bad 
public relations image" for evolution 
of such derogatory terms as "dumb 
cluck," adding: "We bought it too until 
we tried this.” 
Squibb has trained chickens to figure 
out how to press three buttons in 
proper sequence in a bo*-like con­ 
traption to get food to drop from a slot. 
"It took considerable intelligence to 
figure it out,’ Squibb said Thursday in 
an interview. "It’s amazing how 
rapidly they learned." 
He said that after the chickens 
mastered the button sequence, it was 
changed. The birds figured out the new 
required routine within 7 to IO days, he 
said. 
"He’s as intelligent as a monkey in 
solving this problem," Squibb said of 
the chicken. "It’s really amazing. I’d 
hate to be sitting myself in that little 
box. It would drive you crazy.”

COLUMBS, Ohio (AP) - Although a 
series of so-called "sunset" bills have 
been introduced in both houses, the one 
sponsored by Rep.

In April For A-K Car Owners 


Ohio Bureau of Motor Vehicles 
Registrar Dean Dollison issued a 
reminder today that passenger car 
owners whose last names begin with 
the letters A through K have the month 
of April to purchase their 1977 
passenger car validation stickers and 
registrations. 
Deputy Registrars who will be 
issuing passenger car registrations 
beginning April I in Pickaway County 
are: 
Mary J. Zahard, Pickaway County 
Court House; Stanley T. Ramsay, 204 
tong St., Ashville; Mary Ellen Sch- 
wart, ION Main St., New Holland; and 
Rose E. McDill, 218 S. Allen St.,

The BMV Chief stated that those 
drivers who presently have the 
familiar Ohio red and white license 
plates on their passenger cars will only 
need to obtain a 1977 validation sticker 
and registration card this year. 
The blue validation sticker for April 
registrants is to be placed in the lower 
right-hand comer of the rear license 
plate on passenger cars. A through K 
vehicle owners must display their 
validation stickers on their cars by 
midnight, April 30, or face legal 
penalties for having an improperly 
registered vehicle. 
Registrar Dollison offered this 
advice to vehicle owners when 
registering their passenger cars: 
Be sure to bring your Ohio Cer­ 
tificate of Title (or memorandum 
certificate of title) and your 1976 
registration card with you when 
renewing your registration.

pay for your fees. Many deputy 
registrars only accept cash payment 
for fees since they are personally 
liable to the state for bad’ checks they 
accept. 
The 1977 passenger car registration 
fee is $10.50 (including the fifty cent 
deputy registrar fee) in counties which 
do not charge a permissive tax. Total 
cost of a passenger car sticker in 
permissive tax counties is $15.50. 


Persons with L through Z last names 
must wait until May before they 
register their passenger cars. Deputy 
registrars cannot begin registering L 
through Z owners before May I. 
No matter what alphabetical group a 
vehicle owner is in, any non-passenger 
vehicle can be registered between now 
and May 31. Vehicle owners should 
check with local deputy agencies first 
to determine if their non-passenger 
vehicles can be registered at the 
agency since some deputy registrars 
do not handle anything but passenger 
car registrations. 
The BMV Chief warned vehicle 
owners not to make the mistake of 
waiting until the last minute to register 
their cars. "Millions of people will be 
registering in April," Dollison said, 
"and long lines can be expected at 
deputy registrar offices if people put 
off going to their local agency to 
register until the end of the month. I 
advise everyone who can to go early in 
the month and avoid last minute 
lines."
